At a mooting of the Council of 
the Town of M&rlinton, West Vir¬ 
ginia, held in the savor's office on 
May 1, 1911, the following order 

was made: 

It is ordered the order passed 
February 15, in regard to clean¬ 
ing of alleys and streets of all 
rubbish, shall apply to privies or 
dry closets, and they must be 
cleaned whenever ordered by the 
Sergeant. The Sergeant is in¬ 
structed to inspect all such premi¬ 
ses at least once per month be¬ 
tween Ma^y 1, and October 1. 

Any person occupying the prop¬ 
erty failing to comply with the 
notice by the Sergeant within two 
days, shall be fined not less than 
two dollars and fifty cents nor 
more than five dollars.
